I he  six  tows  ol  ribbons  on  General  t re 
rar  s tunic  testily  not  only  to  the  personal 
courage  and  efficiency  ol  the  nun  who  wears 
them.  They  arc  also  a tttbute  to  the  achieve 
ments  of  the  army  whose  titular  and  actual 
leader  he  was.  and  to  whose  prowess  nations 
liberated  from  the  black  shadow  of  Nazism 
have  paid  gratelul  recognition.  A modest 
man  and  popular.  General  Crerar  has  never 
failed  to  id$mfjr  himself  with  the  soldiers  he 
led  so  ably  in  battle.  1 heir  honor  has  been 
intertwined. 

General  Crerar  is  the  type  of  commander 
whose  reputation  is  likely  to  grow  as  the  years 
pass  and  as  his  personal  contribution  to  vic- 
tory is  more  generally  known  and  appreciated.
